Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -23 are allowed. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Toko et al. teaches a variable phase shifter having a liquid crystal substrate. 

4. The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach the claimed invention including a fluid 
channel having a serpentine configuration coupled to a transmission line with a fluid 
dielectric being added to the channel to selectively control the coupling to vary the 
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phase delay of the line (Claim 12) or to maintain a constant phase delay (Claim 23). 
Also, the prior art does not teach a fluid channel having a serpentine configuration 
coupled to a transmission line with a fluid dielectric being at least one of being added 
and removed from the channel to selectively vary the coupling to vary the phase delay 
of the line (Claim 1 ). Furthermore, the prior art does not teach a fluid channel having a 
serpentine configuration coupled to a transmission line with a fluid dielectric being at 
least one of being added and removed from the channel to maintain constant the phase 
delay of the line as the operational frequency is varied (Claim 11).
